he plmply sald *'thoge young fellows;” he told
me tnat he had atio box, and that he was
golng to put sil be had in it and put it away
where nobody ceould find {1; he told me on
Tuesday that he bhad §150 to lnvest; I told him
Lo geu nis life Insured; he asked me where 1t
would go; I told bim to his father: he sald he
wonld not leaveacything to bis father, and that
he would not get his lfe imsured; I told him to
put it in the oid Phlladelphia Savings Fund; he
sald that he was afrald it would break, and
that he wounld losethe money: have offered him
thingsto ent; I offered bhim & cheese-cake; he
then told me that somebody had sent him o
loal of bread with poison in it e took anotpner
cheese-cake than the one I offered him; he was
sometimes despondent after one of his epllop-
ucin‘u,: ‘never neard him say that he was tired
of his life,

Hev. Jacob Grim affirmed—Live No. 1514
Franklin street; had 4 slightscqualntance with
the deceased; In Jannary ne called at the bnll
where we worshipped, Ninth and Glrard
avenue: he wanted o rent it; I was walted on
by several gentlemen tospeak st the faneral
of the deceased; 1 was told 1L was hig request; [
thought it singular; afterwards I learned that
hebad talked with Mrs. Jones about the ehances
of his golng off in one of his fits; had talked
with her on this subject about Christmas; that
he then told her that if they could get me he
wonted me to epesk at his foneral; from his
muking these preparations 1 im«gined that he
wis melancholy: s partlcular hymn was also
to be sung: & melancholy hymn-—*I am
heavy,” ete, 1

George P, Oliver, M, D., sworn—Live No, 1082
Frankiord road; have known the deceased about
Ihree years: saw him last Sunday mornlng a
week; he frequently told me that ne was golug
1o die: he was very eccentrie; he imagined con-
stantly that he was golng to get killed; I con-
sidered that he was of nnsound mind; 1 judged

from his conversation and aotions; I would not
call him Insane, but eccentrie; he was n very
timid man; he often used Lo tell us that he had
been robbed; but he would always find the things
afierwards; he somevimes fonod the locks of
the eologets broken; he had keys to  all
the closels: we always lmagined that il was
done Ly the deceased; done to get vp an exclle-
ment: we sometimes tound the books altered;
thought It was done by the deceased; think the
alterstions were in his handwritlng; he told
me that e had been shol at; that he had been
atticked on the stairs; but I had never had any
reason to think so; he was told that somebody
had altered the books; that it ought to be ex
posed; on hig being told this he appeared ver
desponding; the books are now being examined;
he was always exclled; of a very nervous tem-
peérament,

Dr. shaplelgh sworn--At 10 o'clock P. M., on
the 24th of Mrreh, at the hall sonthiwest corner
of 8ixth and Girard avenue, I made an Inspec.
tion of the body of .Tmph W. Bmith, aged 28,
